in the Engineering Record. During the year the 
plant handled an average quantity of sixty tons 
of refuse daily and returned a substantial prof, 
to the city treasury. The refuse, after delivery 
at the plant, is first drained of water and then 
is placed in huge cooking vats, called ‘‘digest- 
ors,’’ into which live steam is introduced. The 
““cooked”’ garbage is then passed through pow- 
erful presses, which squeeze out the valuable by- 
products, grease. The grease is collected and 
pumped into tanks and sold. From the sale of 
grease alone during 1912 the city received $42.6 

‘' while the réoovery of various other saleablo 
products brought the total receipts up. to $61,- 
738. It cost $38,503 to run the plant, and the 
profit, therefore, amounted to $23,235. 

The Italians who gather up the garbage in 
Richmond charge 35 cents a month to each house- 
holder. The city could do this at a big profit, 
and do it at night, allowing no garbage wagons 
to be passing around during the day time with 
their noxious smells and unpleasant appearance, 
The municipal. crematory or incinerating plant 
should have a smokestack high enough to carry 
away the fumes, and the heat generated would 
be sufficient to create power -for municipal 
lighting or other purposes.

Most of the ducks that die are fat 
and have the appearance of being 
normal birds. The first symptoms 
of the disease are loss of the power 
of flight; following this, the ability 
to walk is lost. Finally in the later 
Stages, the sick birds sit with breast 
on the ground or mud, as the case 
may be, and, after a few days, dur- 
ing which time a diarrhoea develops, 
they die, apparantly of a paralysis.

The investigation has made care- 
fu: counts and estimates of the num- 
ber of dead ducks on Buena Vista 
and Tulare lakes this year and the 
least figure that a conservative esti- 
mate could make was 15,000 for the 
former lake and 25,000 for the lat- 
ter. Thus a total loss of over 40,- 
000 ducks has been sustained in the 
two counties of Kings and Kern, 
besides a loss of many hundreds of 
other water birds.

Sweets. 

While man's omnivorous habits of 
eating have been marked with a series 
of mistakes, yet the most important 
one perhaps lies in the use of sweets. 

The custom of taking something 
sweet at the close of the meal originat- 
ed with the ancients. when sweet 
things were very scarce and served 
last as a great delicacy, 

Among many of the ancient tribes 
sweets were known ouly to the very 
wealthy and were served at the close 
of great feasts as a display of extreme 
hospitality and wealth.

A poor woman in a western town 
was afflicted) with tuberculosis. She 


to live. She had two children, a lit- 
tle girl of three and a boy five years of 
age. 

She wanted to live. ngt so much for 
the pleasure of living. for but little 
Joy had ever come into her life. but 
ste wanted to Hve for her children. 
They bad given her all the joy she 
had ever known, Labor end depriva- 
tion, that would give happiness to 
them, was a joy to her. 

She somehow felt that the death 
sentence might be stayed. at lenst for 
awhile, until the children could be-ome 
self supporting. if she had means 
enough to seek a cure. 

Being a very intelligent woman and 
destitute, she wrote a letter to the bu- 
reau of chemistry in Washington and 
appealed to it for aid. She asked 
if there was not ‘a department in the 
federal government that could give her 
some instructions and some assistance 
that might prolong her life until the 
little ones were old enough to care for 
themselves. 

The reply came back that there was 
no department in the federal govern- 
ment and no appropriation had ever 
been made for the care or study of 
such cases and they could do nothing. 


Care For: the Hog. | 

The woman lingered a few months 
and died. The little girl and the little 
boy were sent to an orphan asylum. 

The woman with tuberculosis had a 
neighbor who owned a farm a few 
miles from town., This neighbor had 
some blooded bogs, and ofe of them, a 
very fine specimen, became sick. The 
farmer wrote to Washington, describ- 
ing the. breed of hog and its symp- 
toms, and askedif there was a depart-

TO STTFFLE AGITATION 1N RICHMOND 


Since the Record-Herald first call- Superintendent of Streets Frank 


Welsh, who ought to know some- 


lowing billboards to be erared up 
at exery conceivable place within 
the limits of the city, is enthustasti- 
‘cally in favor of an ordinance that 
will eliminate the billboard from 
Richmond. He thinks that the bili- 
board should be abolished and not 
merely restricted, As an instance of 
the evils of allowing billboards to 
exist in the commf@nity he cites the- 
fact that the large billboards along 
the Southern Pacific tracks are used 
as places of public convenience and 
have become extremely unsanitary.
